public sacrifices. . . 

“The Apostle admonished us 
that ‘bearing about in our body 
the mortification of Jesus’ (II 
Cor. iv. 10) and ‘buried together 
with him by baptism unto death’ 
(Rom. vi, 4), not only should we 
‘crucify our flesh with the vices 
ami concupiscences’ (Gal. v, 25) 
‘flying the corruption of that con- 

iscence which is in the world’ 
(If Peter i, 4), but also that ‘the 
life of Jesus be made manifest 
in our bodies’ (II Cor. iv, 10).

Episcopal Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Preas and Publicity of the N.

The Archbishop of New York said 
that there is behind the Catholic Press 
today a momentum which will gain 
force’as time goes on. It is now a bus- 
iness of the Bishops of the United 
States to be interested in the press, 
he said, assuring the delegates that 
the leaders of the Church are intense- 
ly interested in the development of 
their work. 

“The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, to my mind,” he continu- 
ed, “has been one of the most provi- 
dential things that has happened in 
the history of the Church in this coun- 
try.” . 

The Cardinal said that the diocesan 
papers of the country cannot stand 


“We have always tried to observe 
nat principle,” he declared. “Let the 
Catholic Press keep out of politics.” 

He did not command the language, 
he said, adequately to express the in- 
terest the Church takes in the press 
iri general. The limitations placed 
upon the press, he added, are only 
those demanded by the law of God. 
“The Church,” he shid, “is opposed as 
any decent organization or any decent 
citizen ought to be, to that which low- 
ers, degrades and corrupts that which 
is noble in man, 

“Let us make no mistake about the 
Church’s interest in the press,” he 
warned, pointing to the heroic efforts 
of the monks for the preservation of 
literature. 


in conelusion, His Eminence urged
